AE Ce > 1! Netherland Prouinces , having 
" "Fa ze granted. their Letters Pattens to 
the Eaſt India Company reſudent 
in the ſayd Provinces, fo trafficke 
into the [ndics,and none others but 
they onely,with a ſtricke prohibition 
vnto all other Marchants, and In- 
Ln. = J habitants of the ſayd Countries, not 
to ſayle or trafficke Eaſtward beyona the Cape de bona eſpe- 
rance, wor through the Sraights of Magelan Weſtward, et- 
ther into India,or any other unknowne or not diſcouered caun- 
tries. Tſaack le Maire a rich Marchant of Amſterdam,dwel- 
ing in Egmont, having 4 great deſire to trafficke into ſtrange 
and farre Countries, and William Corneliton Schouten of 
Horne, (a man well experierfted in Sea faring, who before that 
time had ſayled thrice into moſt partes of the Eaſt Indies, for 
M aiſter, Pilot, and Marchant ) and yet verie deſirous to ſayle 
into and to diſcouer new and vnknowne Countries, 50: mhoy 
ſpeaking and conferring together, reaſoned among themſelues,

whereof the ſayd le Mairc,affirmed he had ſome knowledge,and © 
that if it did not fal out as they deſered,yet that they might paſſe 
through the afore ſaid great South ſeas,intothe Ealt Indies,and 
there trafficke freely with great profite : vpon which conference 
at the laſt they agreed together, to make a diſcouer y through the 
South vndiſcouered and unknowne part of the World, South- 
ward from the Straights of Magelan,to ſeeke out a paſſage in- 
to the ſayd South Sea, which they thought very likely tobe per- 
formed : for diuers circumſtances. and reaſons to them knowne 
and by others at ſundry - (957 $0 aboutthe fayd Straig hts of 
Magelan. And to that end agreed, betweene them to enter- 


priſe ſucha Y oiage, taking order. that Iſaac le Maire ſhould 
. Prouide the one halfe of the money, aud William Corneliſon 
' Schouten the other halfe, to furniſh t he ſaid Y oiage,by the help 
and furtherance of their friendes, the care whereef,and to make 
prouiſion for the [ayd voyage being referred to William Cor- 
neliſon Schouten, who to effect the fame, proeured Perer 


Clementſona Brewer, an ancient Burger Maiſter of Horne, 
Tohn Tanſon Molcnwerf one of the Schepen , ' lohn Cle-- 
mentſon Keis Senatour of the ſayd Towne, and Cornelius 
Segetſon a Marchant of Horne, to contribute in the ſame 
with them, and they together with the aforeſayd William» 
Schouten, Iſaac le Maire and Iacob le Maire his Sonne, in 
ſhort time prepared ſo much monty, as they thought conueni-- 
ent and ſufficient for the ſayd voyage, not once making knowne 
tothe owners of the ſhips, what their pretence was touching the 
[ayd voyage, but kept rhat ſecret to themſelues that diſburſed 
the monty for the ſame. 

Ama to finiſh the ſayd voyage, the Mar chants aforeſayd pre- 
pared and rigged a great and a ſmall ſhip of Horne,The great 
forp called the Vnitie, of 360. tuns whereof William Corne- 


lifon Schouten was Maiſter and cheife Pilot, and Tacob le 
Maire 


, 


Maire Marchant 4nd principall FadFor,in, it haning 65. men, 
and 19. great feites,and 12. ſlings, with muskets and other 
munition for warre propertionably, with a Pinnace to ſayle,an 
other to row,a boate, and a Seute,anekors, cabells, ropes,ſayles, 
and all other neceſſaries belonging thereunto. The leſſer ſhipp 
called the Horne , of 110. twns, whereof Tohn Comelich 
Schouten was Maiſter, and Aris Clawlon Marchant, in it 
22, men, 8,great peices, 4. ſlings,and other furniture as neede 
required, and was neceſſary for ſuch a voyage. And for that 
they would not make knowne to any man 4s 1 ſayd before whe- 
ther they meant to gee, they hyred all their men,both common 
Saylers and Officers to ſayle vnto exery place whether the Mat- 
ers and the Marchants would goe,, which made tbe common 
ſaylers and people to ſpeake and geſſe of that vojage dinerſly,and 
at the laſt gaue them the name of the gold finders, but the Mar- 
chants named them the SouthGompany. The ſhips being re4- 
die, upon the 16 of May 1615. the men were muſtred by the 
Srout and Schepen of Horne, and the 2 5.. of the ſame moneth 
the Vnitie ſet ſayle, and arrived at the Teſlell vpon the 27. 
T he 3. of Inze, the leſſer departed from 'Horne, and the 
next day came to the T eſlcll : What further happened andfell 
out onto them Juring the ſaydwoyageys in this Booke at 
large ſet downe , and declared from the reportes 
and writings of thoſe that ſaw and tryed 
the ſame, and which inthe ſame voy- 
age were thecheife andprin.

The 4. of Tuly, according to the aforeſaid reſolution,it 
was ordred that euery man ſhould hauea can of beere a 
day, 4. pound of bisker, and halfe a ponnd of butter (be- 
ſides {weete ſuet) a weeke, and five cheeſes forthe whole 
volage. 

The 8. beingvnder 3g. degrees and 25.minutes right 
againſt the Baſſels, ou): carpenters Mate dyed. 

The9, and 10. with a north and north caft winde and 
a ſtite galc, the x2. we had a light of Porto Santo and Ma- 
dera,aud held our courſe caſt. [7 | 

The 12.inthe morning we ſaw the Saluages,which we 
leaft on backe-bord abour 2.1cagues from vs. 

The/r3, inthe morning wee ſaw the Tlands of Teners 
f4a,and great Canaena,/and the ſame day about noone wee 
ſfayld berweene them both with a ſtifle north northeaſt 
wind, and a ſwift ſtreame. | 

Berweene the 24. and the 15. with the ſame wind and 
ſtreqme we paſſed Trypicas Cancri, 

{The 16. in the morning, with aNortheaſt wind, we 
found very hollow:water, at which time the boate that 
was drawne at the Ynities ftearne was full of water, and 
therewith the rope brake, and the boate ſunkeand was 
loft; which till that time we had drawne after the ſhip 
withoutany danger; about noone the ſame day we were / 
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vnder 20. degrees and 30. minutes. 
The 17. and 18. with faire weathamand an indifferent 
wind north and northweſt, we (ailed weſt and by ſouth, 
and Qnthe 19. in the morning were vnder 14, degrees 
and 45. minutes. 

The 20. onthe morning wefell on the north ſide of 
Cape Yerde, and had 8. farhomedeepe when wee firſt 
ſaw the land, ſailing along by the coaſt, and at Sunne-ri- 
ſing the Cape lay weſt and by ſouth frem vs, {o that 
with a north northeaft wind we could not gerbeyond it, 
and were forced to ankor at 32, fathome deepe : that 
night it blew hard, with a great ftorme of raine and 
thunder. 

The 21. inthe morning the wind ſouth ſoutheaſt, and 
after Sun-riling variable, we ſet ſaile with our courſe ro 
tro Seaward, firſt weft and by north, then northweſt, and 
that whole day failed not abous 6, Jeagues. 

'The 22, we lay driuing all day long with a calme, and 
no ſailes vp: then Cape Yerde lay caft from vs : about 

 eucning we ſaw a ſhip Getkend that held her courſe 
northwelt, \ 
The 23. in the morning hauing a South wind, wee 
could not reach aboue the Cape, but were forced to an- 
kor, by reaſon of the ſtreame, about noone wee let aile, 
with a weſt wind, and got beyond the Cape, and thar 
euening ankored within the ſecond Iſland, in the ordi- 
nary roads, at 10. fathome deepe. 
| The 24. itraincd' fore, and we made ready to fetch 
| freſh water from the'land. 

The 25.the Alkaire, or gouernour came aboord our 
ſhip, with whome wee agreed for eight ſtates of Iron; 


that wee ſhould peaceably ferch freſh warer from the ,

The 26, 1t rafffed, and, the weather very darke : the 


_ ſfameday weſaw aſhip' that failed towards vs, and an-

The 28. and 29. we fetcht water, meane time the 
Horne hoyled ſaile, and wentto the place where the ſhip 
of Rotterdam lay, in a'Bay called Refreſco, to (ce if wee 
could there find any Limonds, but came againe in the 
eucning, and could gernone. 

The 31.there camea French ſhip and anchored by vs. 
The ſame day we had ftayeda Negroes ſhip, who atnight 
ſhewed vs a fit place to fiſhin, and our men carrying their 
nets on the firme land, tooke as many fiſhes of diners 
ſorts, as both our ſhips could cate in two dayes. 

The firſt of Auguſt.in the morning we ſet ſfaile from 
Cape Yerde, with the Ro?terdamer, who at noone time 
left vs and ſer his courſe for the Salt 1/lands : all thattime 
we had faire weather, and a fine gale ofwind out of the 
north, our courſe ſouthwelt. 

The 2. we had faire weather, with a fine galeof wind, 
atwhich time weklled alittle calfe, and a goate that we 
gotte at Cape Yerde, which (erued all our men in both 
ſhips, for a wholedayes meate. 

The 3. we had but ſmall wind, and that night faire 
weather, bur when day appearcd, it was thicke and clou- 
dic, with thunder, raine, and lightning. 

The 4. about noone, we were vnder 12.degrees and 
12, minutes, with very faire weather and a good ſwift 
gale, asalſothe 5, day. h 

The 7.8. and g, it rained faſt, but yet with an indiffe-

but caſtward ſhallower, ſo chat about enening weancho- 
red with a high-water, at fore farhome and a halte ſoft 
ground, aud in the night time we had but three fathome 
anda, halfe, but it was fine'cleare weather, 

The 22. in the morning at Suncifing, ill» Schonten 
went aboord the Horne, and fayicd in tt- before ys, the 
great ſhip following, holdin our courſe north northeaſt 
with 'a-northweſt winde, and an ebbe vnderchebough, 
and fo go! off frog the Baixos, to 18. fathome water; and

They rowed ar leaſt 3; leagucs vp into itwith.the floud 
and there found a wilde Paimetrec, but inthe evening 
came aboord againe, and heard of no people, neither 
found any fruit that might ſeruerheir curne to cate, 

' The 24. both our Scouts went on ſhbreagaine to ſeeke 
for men or ſome refreſhing,cach of them in a ſeuerall Ri- 
er, at leaſt 5, leagues into it;\ Ars Claw(onthe Marchagr 
of the Horne, with one of the Afhiſtanrs into the ane, and 
Claus, Tohnſon, Ban, with our maſters mate in the other, 
and the 25, inthe morning came on boord againe ; The 
Marchant of the Horne had beene in a falr riuer, and 


brought with him 5. or 6. wilde Palmites, Clans, 1ohnſon; 
and Ban, had becne ina freſh river, and there found a 
place wherein [pre oe $. org. Limond trees, which 


they ſhooke, and got about 750.Limonds, moſtripe,rea- 
dy to dric. There alſo they ſaw great ſtore of Tortoyles, 
and ſome Crocodiles, but no people. Wedetermined to 
tric if wee could get intothe freſh Riner with, both our 
fhippes, therein to make prouiſion of freſh water and Liv 
monds, and to that end ſet ſayle, but found the water (o 
ſhaliow,that we were forced to anchorat 6.fathome. The. 
Horne anchored before the Rinecr, on the lower land,bur 
there found ſhallow water, by meancs of the point ofthe 
Baixos, orſhallows of S, Amna Iſland.

Canoes we ſent our boate on land,which preſently came 
backe againe with 5. Moores in it, whereof one was 
their Interpreter: bur before they came, they delired 
thatwe would leauc ſome of our men, to ſtay with them 
as pledges, for that not long before there had becnea 
French (hip there, which had taken and carrycd away 2, 
of their Moores, Aris Cluwſon the marchant that wenta 
ſhore with the boate, ſtaiedthere-with them, and hane- 
ing certaine beades, he there bartered them for 700. Li- 
monds, moſt ripe, and two bunches of Banauas almoſt 
ripe alſo. The Interpreter ſpake all kind of Languages, 
one witfian-other. In the meanc time, oor men hautng 
faire weather, laded freſh water,which is there eaſie to be 
had, by reaſon it fas downe ont of the hill intothe 

:roade; (© that we held-qhe barrels vnderthe ſhore, or fall 
of the-water, and/fillEgaghem pur them {traighrinro the 
Scute, the water was y odd EE, + 

The 31: when we hid fild our veſſels full of water,and 


F at morning /acob le Maire, Aris Clawſon, Claus lohnſon, 


an,andall the affiſtants wenton land, and bartered for 

bout 2 5000. Limonds, for afcw beades,and ſome ſlight 
Worremburgh knives, wee might hanc had 100000. Li- 
monds thereat the leaſt, if we wonld, forthere they grew 
by whole woods full : the: fame night we bartered with 
the Negroes for a ſhole of Fiſh. 

The firſt of September we hoyfed-anchor, and drave 
before the ſtreame, and that evening anchored at the 
mouth ofthe Sea, before a ſmall-Riuer: 

The-2. we {et the Horne vponthe Strand: to'make her 
cleane, hauingagod place rodoe- it, for there-the water 
falles 7. foote vp and downe, in the-cuening our-men 
B 3 | came 
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came on boord againe, and brought a little beaſt na- 
med an Antelop, which they found in a wood, ig 
a net or {ſnare 1ct; there by the Negroes, and ſome 
Limonds, and after that che' boate wens out to fiſh, 
and got a greate number, and ſome Palmitas,which 
they had not cut downe in the wood. 

The 3. in the afternoone,the Horne being made cleane 
vvas lancht into the water againe, and our maſter went 
our to fiſh, in the evening bringing a great ſhole of fiſh 
with him, :in faſhion like toa ſhoemakets cutting knife, 
and eucry man 150 Limonds for his part. 

The 4.carly in the morning, we hoyled anchor, and 
ſet ſayle out of Serra Liona, with an indifferent winde, 
butin the eucning haning contrary winde, anchored a« 
gaine at 14. fadom, good anchor ground. 

The 5. In the firſt quarter, we hoylit anchor againe, 
and fayled with a calme, bur in the third quarter ancho- 
red againe, at 14. fadome, ſandic ground. 

The 6, In the firſtquarter, we fer ſayle againe, but the 
winde contrary, were forced to anchor at 12. fadome, 
ſandy ground, there we could fill ſee tne land of Serra 
Zion, 1h that place there wenta ſtrong ſtreame. 

The 9. Wee ſer ſayle, but the wind contrary, vve an« 
chored in the cuening,at 32.fadom {andy ground. 

The 10. in the firſt quarter, hauing a ſouthweſt wind, 
we ſet ſayle, butthe weather being calme, we let anchor 
fall, with our ſayles ſtill vp, and nor long after, the wind 
beginning to riſe we hoyſtanchor, bur in the third quar- 
terin a calme, anchored againe, at 29, fathom : the laſt 
quarterthe wind beginning to blow, we ſet (ayle,butdoe 
what we might we could not goe forward. 


The 11. we ſet fayle, but anchored againc in the iq 
cond | 


by anewe paſſave. I! 
cond quarter, by reaſon of rhe calme, there theftreame 
went northward. Not long after we hoyled fayle againe, 
with ſome ſmall wind, bar it calmd againe, and the wea- 
ther waxed very thicke, 

The 12. Wee were vnder 9 degrees and 20. minutes, 
at cuening we anchored ar 17. fathom. | 

The 15. Weſerſaylewith a weſt northweſt wind, all 
thar quarter it rained, In the meane time, the Horne, ina 
thicke miſt ſayled out of our fight, and we ſhot two pee- 
ces, an houre betweene each thor, to call her, and about 
10. of the clocke fhee came againe. | 

The 16. and ry. the vvind was variable, we an-

and for that cauſe vve called that placethe Smelt bay, our 
Shallop vventto the Pinguyns land, lying eaſt ſoutheaſt 
tvvo leagues from Porto Deſpre, and came aboord againc 
lace in hh euening, bringing 2 ſea Lyons, and. 150. Pix- 
gn#ns, whichvve cate the next day. 

The 8 in the morning, vvith the land vvind vve faylcd 
out ofthe Smelt bay, and anchored right before the ha- 
ucn of Porto Defire,and ſent our Shalop, out to ſound the 
dept" of thechannel), and found 12 and 13 fathom,en- 
tering in after noone vvith a high vvater anda northeaſt 
wind wee ſet faile, the Horne firlt, and. ſo. catred./into 
the haven: When wee had. fayled about a.league and 
a halfe into the river the winde turned, and we anchored: 


at 20 fathom-there the ground vvas Wppery Aincy, for

The 10.0ur boate vvent on the north (ide of the river;v

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ro ſeeke for freſh vvater, bur found none, for digging 
holes of 14. foote deepe,they found brackiſh vvarer,boch 
ott the high hilles and in the valleys, and returning bn 
boord againe,brought great ſtore of birds and egs vvith 
them, | 

T ke x 1. the boate vvent lovver into the Rincron the 
ſouth (ide, to ſeeke for men and vvarer, and found no+ 
thing but brackiſh vyarer, there they ſavy ſome Eftriges, 
and beaſts like Harts, vvith very hag neckes, vvhich 
vvereafraydeofvs. Vpon the higheſt part of the hilles 
vve Suk} ſome burying places, which were heapes of 


ſtones, and we not knowing what that meant, pulled rhe 
ſtones of from one ofthem, and vnder them found mens 
bones of 10 and 11 foote long,they buried the dead vpon 
thetop of the hilles,flat on the ground, & couer them al- 
ſo with ſtones,which keepes,them from being deuouered 


by beaſts or birdes. 

'The 12.13,14.15. andx6. our men went continually 
on land to ſeeke for water, but found none, euery day 
bringing good ſtore of birdes and fiſhes on boord. 

The 17. Welayd our fhippe-within the Kings 1/land on 
the wall, with a high water,to make it cleane, where it. 
was drie that wee might goe round abour it drie foor. 

The 18 the Horne was alſo layd on ſhore about 2 muſ- 
ket ſhot fram our ſhip, ro make tt cleane, 

The 19.as we were bulic abour both the ſhips to make 
them cleane, and birnt reeds vnder the Horne, the flame 
of the fire ſodainly got into the ſhip,and preſently rooke 
fach hold thereofthat in the twinckling of an eye, it was 
ſo great that wee could by no meanes quench it, by rea« 
ſon it lay 50.footdrie froth the warer fide, and by that 


meanes we were conſtrained to ſtand ſtill and {ce it burne 
| | | before 
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beforc onr eyes, notable to doe any thing to ſaue it.; 
The 20.at a high water we lancht the Yitie,into the wa- 
ter againe, and went tothe Horze & quenche the fire, but 
the ſhip was burnt cleane downe to the water, The next 
day when we had caft the waterout of that part of it that 
was left, we ſaued all the wood, iron-worke, anchors, or- 
diaance, and what elſe that was to be gotten and put it 
into our ſhip.

The 25 our men found certaine hols full of freſh wa- 
ter which was white and very thicke, from whence ſome 
of themdaily fetch water, in litle rondlets0n there ſhonl.

The {ca Lyons 
are 2 kind of fiſh,as big asa litle horſe, with heads like Ly- 
ons, and long rough kaire about their neckes, þut the 
ſhe Lyons are without haire,and not halfe (0 g8E2t 2s the 
hee, we could not kill chem bur with muſket ſhot. either 
inthe breſt or the paunch, forchough we gaye them 100. 
blowes with ſtaues and other things, and made the bloud 
run out of their mouthes and noſes, yer they would run 
away:while we lay there in the riger,we had great windes 
and (ome times much raine, and ſtormes. 

The 9.0t Ianuarie, 1616. we left fetching water into the 
ſhip, and the 10. wee {ct ayle, to. goe on our voiage, but 
the wind comming out of the ſea, we were forced to an- 
chor againe by the Zyon 1/land, and that day gor great 
ſore of hh and birdes. , s 

The 12 our Pimnacerowed to the Pinguyns 1fland,to ferch 
Pinguyns,buttheweather was {0 foulegharthey could not 
eta boordagaine that dayzbur lay all night inthe Smelt- 

y and acxtmorning mw to vs Iaden, with Pingagins 
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but by reaſon ofthe great number of them, they were 


ſpoyled, and we caſt them ouer boord. 
The x about noone, we ſatted out of Porto Deſire, but 


the ſea being calme weanchored before the hauen, and 
-when the winde began to riſe, hoyſed anchorand putto 


ſea, 
The 18 we ſaw Sebaldes Iſlands ſouth eaſt from vs about 
7, leagues, they lie, as Sebald Dewert writes, diſtant from 


theſtraighr, caſt northeaſt, and weſt ſouthweſt, about 5o, 


leagues, then we were ynder 5 1.degrees. 

The 20 vve ſaw Steencreſſedriuc,and perceived thatwe 
had a greatſtreame thatwent ſouthweſt, then vve vyere 
vnder 5 3 degrees,& geltthar vve vvere about 20 leagues 
ſouth ward from the ftraights of Aſagelay. The 11 yvee 
vvere vnder 53. degrees. 

The 23 inthe morning vvce had a South vvinde, and 

about noone it vvaxt calme, then the vvinde blevv vyeſt, 
and vve had ground at 5o fathom blacke ſandy, with 
ſmale ſtones, after that the winde turned north, with 
{mooth water and faire weather, The vvater fhewed as 
white as if wee had beene within the land, wee held our 
courſe louth and by weſt, abour 3. of the clocke after 
noone we {aw land weſt, and weſt ſouth weſt from vs, and 
not long afterthatvve ſavv italſo in the ſouth, then ha- 
vinga north winde we went caſt ſoutheaſt, to ger aboue 
the land, it blew ſo hard inthe hollow water, that wee 
were forced to take in our top ſayles. 

The 24,in the morning, wee ſaw land on ftarre-boord 
notabouea greatleague diſtant from vs, there wee had 
ground at 40. fathom, and a weft winde , the land 
firecht eaſt and ſouth, with very high hills, that were 
all conered ouer with ice, VVecayled along by "ane 
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land, and about-noone palt ir and ſaw. other land caft .. 
from it, Whichalſo was very high andragged. 

Theſe lands as wee geſt lay about 8. leagues one from 
the other, and ſeemed as if there were a good paſlage be- 
tweenethem, which we were the berter perlwaded vnto, 
for that there rana hard ſtreame Southward berweene 
both thoſe lands. 

Then about noone wee were vnder 54 degrees 46. 
minutes and after 'noone wee had a north winde and 
madetowards this opening,but about cucning it calmed 
and that night we drane forwards with a hard ftreame, 
and little winde,, There we ſawan innumerable num- 
ber of Pinguyns and thouſands of Whales, fo that wee 
were forced to looke well aboutvs,and to wind and turne 
to ſhun the Whites, leaſt we ſhould ſayle vpon them. 

The 25 inthe morning we were cloſe by the caſt land, 
whichwas very high and y,which on the north ſide 
reacheth eaft ſourh caſt, as as wee could ſee, that 
land we called States lawd;but the land that lay weſt from 
vs, wee named Aauriceland, We percciued thaton both 
ſides thercof,there were good roades,and (andy bayes,for 
on either ſide it had ſandy ſtrands and very faire ſandic 
ground, Thereare great ſtore of fiſh, Pingugns and Por 
peſſes, as alſo birdes arid water enough,burt we could ſee 
notrees, wee had a north winde in theentrie and went 
ſouth ſouthweſt, with aſtite courſe, at noone wee were 
vnder 5 5 degrecs 36 minutes, and then held our courſe 
ſouth weft, with a good ſharpe winde and raine, and a 
ſtife gale: we ſavvthe land on the ſouth {ide of the pal 
ſage vpon the vveſt ende of Maurice van Naſſawes land, 
reach vveſt ſouth vveſt and ſouth vveſt, as farreas wee 
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could ſce irall very high and craggte-land. In the even- 
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ing the vvinde was South Weſt, and that night vvee 
went ſouth with great waues or billowes out of the ſouth- 
vveſt, and very blew water, whereby wee indged, and 
held for. certaine that we had greardeepe water to loet- 
ward from vs, nothing doubting but that it was the great 
South ſea, wherear we were exceeding glad, to thinke 
that wee had diſcouercd a way, which vartill that time, 
was vaknowne to- men , as afterward wee found ir to 
be true, 

There we ſaw extreame great Sea-Mewes, bigger of bo- 
dy then Swannes,their winges being ſpread abroad, were 
each of them aboue a farhom long. Theſe birds be- 
ing vnaccuſtomed to ſee men, came to our ſhip, and (at 
thcreon, and let our men take and kill chem. 
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The 26, wg. were vader 57 degrees, with a flying 
torme out 6t the Weſt and ſouth weſt, the whole quar- 
ter, with-very high and blew water,vvec held our courſe 
Sonthward , and in the north weſt ſaw very highland, 
in the night we turned north weſt ward. 

The 27 wewere vnder 56. degrees 51, minutes, the 
weather very cold, with haile, and raine, the winde 
Wecſt and Weſt and by ſouth, and we vvent Southward 
and then croſt northward with our maine failes, 

The 28 vvec hoyied our top: fayles, then vvee had 

reat, billovves our of the Welt, vvith a Weſt vvinde 
and then a northeaſt, and ' therewith held our courſe 
South, and then, Weſt and Weſt and by South, and 
were vnder fiftie {ix degrees and fortie eight mi- 
nutes. | 

The 2g,wee had a northeaſt vvinde, and held our 
courſe ſouth weſt and ſaw two Iſlands befgre vs, lying 
Weſt ſouthweſt from vs, about noone wee got to them 
bur could not ſayle aboue them, ſo that wee held our 
courle north, about them they had gdrie gray cliftes,and 
ſome Jpw cliftes about then, they lay rem. 4 57 degrees, 
ſouthvvard of the <quinoRiall line, vvee named them 
Barneuells 1ſlands, from them we ſayled Weſt north 
welt : about euening we ſaw land againe, lying north 
vveſt and north northweſt from vs, which was & land 
that Jay South from the ſtraights of Magelan which 
reacheth Southward , all high hillie lande copered 
ouer with ſnow, cnding with a ſharpe point, which 
wee (called Cape #orne,-it' lyeth vnder 57, degrecs

Then vvee hadde faire weather, and a North 


vvinde, with great Billowes out of the Weſt, we held on 
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courſe weſt, & found a ſtrong ftreame thatgan'weſtward, 

The 30. vve ftill had great billovyes ourtofthe vveſt, 
vvith hollovv vvater and a ſtrong ſtreame "that vvent 
vvcſityvard, vvhich aſſured vs thatvvee had an open vvay 


into the South ſea, then vve vvere vnder 57. degrees, 34.

The 3 1. vve had a north vvinde, and ſayled vveft, and 
vvcre vnder 58. degrees: then the windeturning weſt, 
and weſt ſouthweſt, ſomewhat variable, we yu by 
Cape Yan Horne, and could ſee no more land, and had 
great billowes out of the weſt, and very blew vvater; 
vvhich then fully aſſured vs that vve had the broad ſouth 
ſea before vs, and no land: the wind vyas very variable 
vvith greate ſtore of hayle and raine, vvhich forced vs of 
ten times to vvinde to and fro.

vvith a ftorme ont of the South-vveſt; and fayled 
vvith our maine fayles, lying northvveft and vveſt.

Ar noane the king. humſehte: came 'in'a great" ſhippe - 
with '2 fayle;, of the faſhion aforeſayd;, like-an Ice 
Slead, wich at leaſt thirticfive Canoes. to accompany 
him, Fhis king was by his men called Zatos, - wee 
recciued him with-Drumames. and' Trumpets, where

. nour and much friendfhip . outwardly , with bowing 
their heades ,clapping their fiſts! rogether ouer. cheir 
heads and other: ſtrange. ceremonies, When: hce was 
alicle way. from 'vs hee beganne to- call 'and to (crie* 
out alowd, as' if hee hadde iprayed::after: his man-:

Preſently thereupon the king ſentvs I Mitien by three: 
of. his men, to whom wee gauean old -hatcher, a few- 
beades,. ſome old -nayles, and a peece- of linnen cloth,.: 
which-hce willingly. received , layjngitthree times vp» 
on his head; and bowing it, in K. 7 reuerence, Or - 
thankes, and curreſie-'' Thoſe :yhat 'came into ous: 
ſhip fell on'theirknees, and kiſtonr feety and wondred 
much at: | dur ſhippe. Wee could nov know:the/king! 
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- trom theother Indians faorhe was likewiſe cleanenaked, 
but onely thatthey ſhewed himecuerence, and heecons 
i vu ouer his men; Wee made fipnes that the 
king ſhould cyme aboord of out ſhip,his lonne came 
aboord, and wee 1ntertained him well, but he liimfſehfe | 
durſt got, or would: not come, ; but they altogether 
made f{igncs to haue vs cameto the furcher Iſland, with 
ourſhip, where there was enough of all things to be had.

that was ſo high, wee named Cocos,

The 14, in the morning, we ſaw another Iſland right 
before vs, about ſeuen Leagues diſtant- from vs, which 
feemed to be round; and as wee geſt was thirty. Leagues 
diſtant from the I{landas,foreſaid. That Hland vvce cal- 
led che Hope, and made towards it, hoping there ro gerce 
watcr,and berter refreſhing,but comming ro it,could tind 
noground, and therefore put out our Shalop, to ſound 
along the ſhoare, which about a muſket ſhot frora the 
land, found ground art fortic fathom, ſmall blacke, and 
ſoft tonie grounde, ſomerimes alſo they had twentic 
and thirty farhom, bur as fooneas they were a Shalops 
tetath or two from it, they had'/no ground aguine. Then 
ren or twelne Canoes came'ro our thippe, but wee wonld 
not let chem come aboord, but ſhewed them friend] 
countenance; and barrered- with them for foure fly 
fiſhes, for the which wee game thetn ſome beades, which 
Wee tet downe by arope atthe ftorne'of theſhip,and they 
taking rhem\'tyed the fiſhes to the rope, and wee pyld

Canocs, whereof one prefently fell dead onerboorde , 
the orher fare MIlwinh his hand vviping offthe bloyd 
vpoh his breaſt, bur at laſt fell likewiſe oner boord - 
the .

the reſt in the Canoes,” were thereat in ſo preat feare, 
that in all haſt they made away, at which time wee ſaw 
many men ſtanding vpon the ſhore, thatcryed and made 
a great noyic. | Bur tor that wee there%ou!d finde no fir 
anchoring ground, wetookeourShalbp tn againe, and 

went forward on our voyage, holding our courſe ſouth- 
weſt, the berrer ta ger ro rhe ſouth, hoping there rotind 
6rmcland. Anditwas{oroughneere tothe land, thar 
itwas a very bad place for a boate to goe on ſhoare. The 
Ifland was all full of blacke cliffes, greene on the top,and 
blacke earth, and was fuil of Cocos trecs, and greene 
herbes: Woe allo awmany houſes Hoh by the Sex (ide, 
and clote by the ſtrand there was a great Village,the land 
was hilly, but nor very high. £1 OP Ro 

The fifteene wee were vnder (ixtcene degrees twelue 
minuces, faire werher, .the witideſoucheaſt, our courſe 
weftjand weſtand by foath; © oo on 
- 'The'r7. the winde betng Northeaſt, ' wee went weſt 
and by. ſouth, 'butthe two laſt quarters, wee ſaylde welt 
nonh-weſt. That day it was agreed: among vs, becaule 
onr. victuales' beegan to waxe ſcant, that in ſteede of 
breakfaſt, wee ſhould giue-out men, halfe a cuppe. of 
The 18, beingvnder 16. degrees, 5. minutes, wee 
had variable weſt windes, thatday wee cald our Cqun- 
ſell rogether, 'to whom Williins Corneliſon Schouten qur 
Maiſter ſhewed, that then wee wereat the leaſt one ghou- 
fand fixe hundred leagnes, eaſtward from the coaſt of Pe 
ra, and Chili, and had not diſcoured' any part of Terra 
auſtralis; as our intent was, thi theteWas not any ap: 
pearance todiſtoner any thing ro'our contentments,thar- 
wee alſo had ſayled furtherweftward, then wee intended, 
that ſayling foreward in — maner, "without all doubr 
2 wee 
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wee ſhould fall ſouthward vpon Nous Guinea, and that - 
if there wce ſhould finde. no paſſage or. way to gette 
through, ( it being very dangerous, vncertaine and not 
knowne) that then both ſhippe and goods would beloſt, 
and wee our ſelues likewiſe ſhould periſh, it being vo» 
poſſible to come Eaſtward backe _ trom thence, 
by reaſon of the ſteadfaſt Eaſt yvindes, that in the yveſt 
parts continually blow, that we alfo had buc ſmall ſtore 
of vituals,, and aw no meanes as yetto encreaſe them, 
and therefore asked their counſel, whether. it. was not 
their beſt way to alter.their courſe, andto layle north-

weighing found his reaſons to be.true, and thoughtir 
neceſlary to be done, and. therefore all with 'one con- 
ſent agreed to. ſayle.Northward, not to falt ſouthward

The 20. The wind was northeaſt, and we did; tho beſt 
by labouringtco getrothe land. 

The one and twenticth, the winde wasEaſt; with a 
ſmall gale: and when, wee were about a league from the: 
land, there came twentie Canoes to-our ſhip,. ro whbnr” 
wee ſhewed all ſignes. of friendſhipp, but one: of them: 
with a wooden 4//agay ( ſharpe at the poynt) i: his 
kand, threatened: to ſhoote arone of our men; os 
ed! 


ed alowde, as they did inthe other Iſland, vvhich vvee 
thought was a ligne among them, to fall vpon vs,where- 
vpon we diſcharged two of our great Peeces, and there- 
withall ſome 'of our Muskettes, whereby two of. them 
were hurt, and the reſt- preſently made away, as they 
fledde throwing a ſhirt overboord, which they hadde 
ſtolen outof our gallery. After that, ſome ofrhem tooke 
courage againe, and came once more with certaine Ca- 
noes to our ſhippe , and wee ſayling cloſertothe land 
becauſe we had no ground, pytoyt our Shalop to found 
the Sepsh, wich 8. musketiers i-it, but they found no 
ground, and when they thonght w come backe againe 
tothe ſhip, 6.07 8. Candes bogrded-them, - thinking to 
_ enter the boate, and to take theig armes from'rhem : 
wherewith ro defend themſelyes they were forced to 
ſhoot with their muskets ambngithem;. and kild ſix, and: 
hurt many ofchien ,- for when xy fed ourmen .rawed: 
to one of their Canoes, that hag g0mMaa init butone 
that.lay dead, .whoſe leggs hung ſtill in the Canoe, -chey 
threw his body into the Sea, and brought the Canoe- 
aboordheir Shalop, wherein rhey-foynd a Club, witha. 
long ſtaffe. like a halfe-pike. In thtnight time our men 
came againe-to,vs and could find no anchor. grontd,and' 
therefore that night we held ofand on clofe by the land.

veee anchoredat- 3 5 fachome , ſheluie ground, till vvee 
_ could hnd a''betrer place, Ourſhippe maſter rowed with - 
the Shalop and our boatero foundeuery where, and 
found afic place to lay the hippo in, which was yo 
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by our (hippe, in a creeke,-hard by #litle-freſhe rincr; 
whereanto wee preſently fayled, 'and for that the winde 
was Contrarie,wc2. ſayled ito 1t, {o that being in the 
bay we lay a ſtones calt off from-rhe thoarxc,in the ereeke 
at nine-fachom water ſheluic ground, Therewe-mad& our 
ſhip faſtwich foure ropes, in {ſmooth water,and the freſh 
watcr ranine downe out of the hill into the ſea, righr 
againſt che place-where our [hippe tay, whereby white 
our men tetche water; or did anythirig, vporthe ſhoare, 
if the Indians hadde fer 'vpon them, wee cond beate 
then off wich our ordinance. The ſame day there 
came diuers Canoes to our ſhippe, bringing ſome Cocos 
nucres,and V basrootcs,: others brought a liue hog, and 
ewo rofted hogs, for the which' wee bartercd and gaye 
them {tight kniges, beades, and nayles. Thoſe peopleal- 
ſo were theeuiſh, and would ſwim and dive exceeding 
well ,as thoſein the orher Iſlands could doe,their houſes 
ſtood along the ſtrad which were round & made of Jeanes 
ſharpe on the' cop and cloſe like a paint-houſe, to ker 
the water: fall downe, about five and twentie foore in 
compas, and ren or twelue foot high, with a low hole 
ro goeinftooping ; itl-them-there was ——_ bee 
ſcene, but forme dried herbes,, like haye;iro fleegp&vp- 
on, andan angling rodd or two, and in ſomea wod- 
den club orftaffe, that was all their houſe-ho{d-ſtufe, 


both the-beft and-warſer ſort, forthe king himſelfehad' 


no more; 07.) 2151? 2; 

The 2 3 we bartered againe for more Cocos nuts,and 
Vbas rootes, which the Canoes brought to our ſhip, that 
day there came a greatnumber of men downe-rto the 
ſtrand, which as it ſeemed came from all places of the 
Iſland, wondring to ſee our ſhip. ' 

The 24, 4risClau(on, Reymic Simonſon Snocke,and Cor- 
| neliſon 
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by nt's poſſage Fo 
aliſon Schouten 'wenton land ro bee hoſtages, ro make 
friendſhip with the Indians, and for them wee had 6- 
of their principall men 1n our MIpPe, whom wee vicd 
friendly, gining them meate an@drinke, and ſome pre- 
ſents,” as they # ro onr men, gruing them Cocos,and 
Vbasrootes'to cate, and'water ro drinke . The king 
ſhewed our men greatreuerence, and gaue them foure 
licle hogs, that day ourmen fetchr fiuc facs full of water 
peaceably with our quarreling,for when any of the Indi- 
ansFame” necreour boate, the king himlelfe came the- 
ther Md draue them thence, or ſent one of his men to 
doc ir, His men were very obedient vnto him: for as 
it chanced thar one of our coutelafſes was ſtolen away 
from vs, and wee told one of the kitigs gentlemen 
thereof, hee gave ſome of the Indians charge to ferch 
It againe, ws. pteſently he that had taken it,was ſought 
for, and although hee was gone a good way of * the 

brought him backe who heing come, the coutelaſſe was 
[yd downearonrfeete,&Chewas beaten with ſtaues;they 
making ſignes vitogvs with rhelr fingers vpon their 
throates, that if the Herico (that is the king) knew of 
it, his head ſhould beeur off, and after,that wee had no- 

thing ſtolen from vs, neither on: rhe fhoare, ior in the 
ſhippe, nor eſe where : neither durſt they take a fiſh 

that wee angled for, Thoſe people were very fearefull 

of out fhooring,for when we ſhor off a mulket, rhey all 
raane quaking and ſhivering away, and wee attic, 
in mote feare, when wee ſhewed them thar vvee' could 
ſhoor with the great peeces, which the king deſired vs 
oncetadoe, which being done they were all ſo featcfull 
andabaſhr therear, that alt of rhetni as alſd the king, 
( !irting_vnider his Belay,” or catopy, notwithſtandiag 
all that we could-fay or doe ro'perfwadethem,) fore ama- 
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ſed ranne into the woods , and left.our men ſitting 


thercalone.But not long after they came againe, (carlc 
halfe well aſſured. | 
The 25.4ris Clawſom,Clus lohnſon,and Daniel l: Maire, 

went on land againe, to barter for hogs, .burt they 
would not barter . Burafter the .king hadde fayd his 
prayers,( which hee vied to doe every time that wee 
went on ſhore,) fſhewed vs great friendſhip, and werthe 
like to him. | 

The 26,1acob le Maire our Marchant and | Aris Claw 


ſon went on ſhore bur could get no hogs of. the Indians, 


becauſe they themſelues hadde great neede of them, ha- 
uing litleelſc ro care but Vbas rootes, Cocos nutts, a 
tew hogs, and ſome Bananas, our men were very wel- 
come vato them, and hadde great reuerence ad 
them, for they trod vpon mats, and the king and his. 
licuetenant gaue them their Crownes, which the 
cooke of from their owne heades; andict them on their 
heads, in recompence whereof, 14cob {e Maire gaye them 
ſome pxeſents of licle worth, wherewith they were very 
well pleaſed, 

Thecrownes were made of long ſmall white feathers 
and vnderneath and aboue mixt with ſomered,& greene 
feathers, for they have many Parrots, and ſome Doues, 
whereof they make great account, for euery one of the 
kings counfell had adoueby him fitting vpon aſticke, 
thoſe Doves are white on their backes, and all the reft 
blacke ſaving their breſts which are reddiſh, all that day 
wee fercht water, and bartered for good ſtore of Cocos 
auts, and Vbas rootes, | 

The 25,and 28. wee got all onr water into the ſhip, 
then Wilkam Corneliſon Schouten our maſter, and. Aris 
Clawſon went on land with the trumpets , vu Of 
kings 
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kings tooke great pleaſure ro heare, and with much a- 
doe got two hogs." | 

That day the king of the other Iſland came to viſit the 
king of the [land where wee were, who after great reue- 
rence and wonderfull ceremonies vſed one vnto the 0- 
ther, gaue each other certaine preſents, as roots and 0- 
ther things,at laſt making a great noyle,as we geſt, becauſe 
the king ot the other I{land deſired to try it he could take 
our ſhippc, and to keepe our men there, which the other 
king would nor conſent vnto, fearing {ome hurt mighr 
happen vnto them. T he kings Licuerenant or his Sonne 
came once aboord our ſhip, whom we vied in good ſort, 
and wondred much ro (ee it: that cuening our men daun- 
ccd with the /ndjans,wherat they much retoyced, marue- 
ling that we were lo familiar, & behaucd our {elucs ſo cur 
reouſly among them, we were there as tree & friendly as 
if we had beene athome in our owne houſes. 

[The ninc and pwenticth, in the morning, 1acob le Atazre, 
Aris Clawſon, with Claus 7obnſon, Ban, and one of our Pi- 
lots went on ſhore, and being there, went into the land, 
and climed vp vpon a hill, to ſee what truite grew there- 
en, andto behold the cituation of the Iſland, and bein 
vpon the hill, cheold king and his brother camethicher 
ro beare them-company :there they ſaw nothing butwil- 
dernes,and ſome valleys that wereall bare; by reaſon of 
the great ſtore of raine that had fallen, they alſo found 
ſome red-colour, wherewith the women colour their 
heads and faces, and when they ſaw that our men were 
weary with going, they made ſignes vntothemto goe 
downe to the ſhippElaſaine', and ledle them by a good \ 
way, toa place where there was ſome Cocostrees, full 
of nuts, there they made our men ſit downe, and the 
kings Lieyerenant purting - ſtring abour his gas

his hands, climed 


"oyege about the VV ori, 
quickelyivp a {mooth high tree, and 
ina trice fetcht downe 10. Cocos nuts, which at one 
cruſh with a ſticke or a piece of wood, he fo ſoone open- 
cd, that our men wondred to ſee it, They told vs that 
they alwayes had warre with the men of the other Ifland, 
and ſhewed vs many holes and caues in the hill, and 
buſhes and groues in the way, from whence they iſſued 
out, and ſpoyld and killed each other- and would gladly 
haue had vs goe with our ſhippe, to the other Iſland to 
helpe them there, to fight againſt thoſe 7»4zaxs with our 
Peeces, but it being no profit vnto vs, vvce refuſed it. 


| About noone our men came aboord againe, bringing 


with them rhe young King and his brother, that dined 
with vs, and while he fate at thetable, we told them 
that within two dayes we would goe fromthence,where- 
arthe young Kinge was ſo glad, that for Ioy, hcepre- | 
ſently leapt from the table, and going into the Galle- 
ric, Ami | out, and {ayde, that within two dayes wce 
would be gon. T hey were in great feare of vs, (although 
we ſhewed them all the friendſhip we could,) and doub- 
ted that we would take their Country from them, Hee 
promiſed vs that if we would goe thence in 2. dayes, hee 
would giue vs 10, hogs,& a great number of Cocos nuts, 
which they called 4/;,When we had dined, the old king 
cameaboord our ſhip, who after thcir manner was aſtate« 
ly ſeemely perſon, about 60. yeares of age, bringing with 
him 16. of his counſel] - we receiued and welcomed him 
as well as we might. When heceentered into the ſhip, he 
fell downe vpon his face, and prayed, then we ledde him 
into the hold, and there againe he prayed, he wondred 
much atthat hee ſaw, as wee alſo did at his behautour: | 
his men kift our feerph and rooke them in their handes, 
and laid them on their heads and theirneckes, in yrs 
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of ſubmiſhon. The King looked intoall places of the 
ſhippe, both before and behinde, and looktas ifhe had 
beene 1n a dreame, but ſpecially hee wondered atthe 


great Ordinance, for 2.dayes before he had heardthem 
ſhot off, ro honour him, When he had ſecne the ſhip in 
euery place he deſired to goe on land againe, and vvenrt 
away with greatreuerence made vnto vs. Our Marchant 
went with him, till he came to his Be/ay, where he ordi- 
narily fate, and then went out to walke with the young 
king,and abour cuening came aboord againe.In the eue. 
ning with moone-ſhine, 4risClaw/on went out to fiſh, and 
hauing taken a great ſhole of fiſh, went to the king, there 
he founde a number of young wenches dauncing before 
him,one played on a hollow piece of wood like a pump, 
which madca noyle, whereatthe young wenches daun- 
ted after their maner, very finely, and with a good grace, 
according to the mealure ofthe noyſe ofthe Damen 
Our people wondred to fee thoſe wilde people daunce 
in that fort,and in the nightthey came on-boord againe, 
The 30. Inthe morning, the kingſentvs 2. little hogs 
for a preſent : the lameday, the King ofthe other Iſland 
came to ſee the King of that IfJand, &with him brought 
16, hogs, and 300. men in his company, all of them ha- 
uing certaine greene hearbs hanging about their midles, 
whereof they make theirdrinke. When the Kinge was 
neerevnto the other King, hee begannea farre off with 
ſtrange ceremonies and reverence to bow downe his bo- 
dy,falling with his face ypon the ground, & praying with 
a great noiſe, and much zeale,as we thought, Theother 
king went to mcete kim,and likewife witha great noyle 
and ſtrange geſtures,vſed him very reuerently, and are 
much adoe, they both roſe vp on their fecte, and went 


and fate together vader the kings Belay, and there were 
H 2 allcmbled. 
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aſſembled together ar leaſtnine hundred men. When 
they went ro lic downe they prayed againe, according 
to their mancr,hanging downe their heads, and bowing 
downe to thc ground, holding their hands one in ano- 
ther, which wee admired. Atter noone, Aris Claw/on 
being on ſhore, 1acoble Maire, Claus lohnſcu Ban, were 
ſcartor, who went a ſhore, with tourc trumpets and a 
drumme, to the two kings, there the trumpets blew, and 
the drum playd before them, wherein they rooke great 
plea(ure : attcr that came a company of Peſants,bringin 

with thema quantity of greene hearbs,waich they called 
Cana, luch as the 300, men aforeſaide had about their 
midles,andallrogethcrat once began to chaw the herbs 
in their mouthes, which being chawd they rooke it out 
of their mouthes, and laid itall in a wooden vellell, like 
a rray,or trough,and when they had chawd a great deale, 
they poured water into it, and lo ſtirred and preſt it toge- 
ther, and gaue the liquor thereof ro the kings ro drinke, 
who dranke thcreot with their gentlemen : they alſo pre- 
ſented that notable drinke (as a ſpeciall and a goodly 
preſent) to our men, bur they had enough, and more 
then cnough of the {ight thereof. They allo brought 
a great nyynber of Vbas rootes, wich they had roſtcd, 
and {ixteen@ hogs that were oncly ript, and the guts ta- 
ken out, bur all bloudy, and nor waſhr, and hauing cer- 
taine hote ſtones pur 1nto their beilyes, and outwardly 
rhcir haire ſinged off by the fire, were wel roſted after their 
maner,and they eate them as ſauourely and with as good 
an apperite, as wee could doe when they are well ſodden 
or roſted aiter our manner, Thole people yeeld grear 
reverence and reſpeft vnzo their Kinges, forall the 
mcate vvhich they brought before their King, (who 


1n their language they call Zerico) they laid it ypon their 
| hcads, 


heads, and kneeling on their knees, ſet it downe before 
the king. Ofthole 16 hogs aforelayd,cach king gaue vs 
one, preſenting vs therewith in this ſort, firſt they layd 


them ypon their heads, and kneeling layd them with 
great humilitie at our feet,and with them gaue vs 1 r.litle 
live he, . and ſome indiflerent great. And wee gaue 
them 3.co, 2cr beakers,q. kniues, rweiuc old nailes,and 


ſome beades, where with they were well plcaled. 1 higes 


feaſt, and mceting, our men ſaw with great delight &ad- 
miration, which doneaboutencning they came aboord. 
The 31. in the morning, the kings of both Iſlands 
cameaboord our ſhip, with their troupes of gentelmen, 
aftertheir manner. The chiete of thcm hadde greene 
Cocos leaues about their neckes, in [1gne of peace. We 
receiued them (as they had doneto vs) with great reue- 
rence, and led them into the Cabbin,and anto euery 
place of the ſhippe, and when they hadde ſeene all, they 
gaue vs {ix hogs, Both the kings themſelucs layd them 
firſt one after the other vpon their heads, and then downe 
before our feer, with great humilitie,bowingTheir heads 
downe to the ground, meane time while /wee tooke a- 
way the hogs,we led chem 1nto the cabbin'againe, where 
wee gaue them two bundelsof beades, and gach king 
two kniues and {ix nayles, and there with They {ricndly 
tooke their leaue of vs, and went on land. 7acob le Maire 
our Marchant beare them company to the ſhore,to whom 
they gaue three hogs more, Which hee broughtaboord 
the ſhippc,and then wee prepared our ſelues to ferfayle, 
ro the great contentment of the Indians of that\[{land, 
becaule as long as wee were there,they alwaycs feared we 
would kil them,and take their country from them.Thoſe 
people were men of good vnderſtanding, and of great ſta- 
cure, tor the leaſt man of them was as big as the talleſt 
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of vs, andthe talleſt of chem was farre higher then any 
of vs, they were {trong men,and well proportioned of bo- 


dy andlimbs,they went very faſt,and {yam and dived vn- 
der the water cxccllent well, their AC PIR altogether 
browne yealow, they were very curiousin the dreſling | 
and trimming of their haire, ſome hadde it curled, ſome 
frizled, ſome ware it bound vp in long foldes 4,5, or 
6. together ,as our women doe in haire-laces, and ſome 
(which was ſtrange to fee) had their haire ſtanding "p- 
right ypon their hcads,abouta quarter of an elle long like 
hogs briſtles. The king hada long locke of haire on the 
left ſide of his head, that hung downe beneath his hipps, 
bound yp with a knot or two . His gentlemen hadde 
two ſuch lockes, on each fideof their heads one, they 
went naked all alike both men and women, onely ſome 
licle thing handſomely ryed before their priuie mem- 
bers. The women were very vnlightly both in face and 
body, of ſmall ſtature, Their haire cur cloſe to- their 
heades, as our mens tn Hollaxd, their breſts long hangy 
ing downeto their bellies like lether fatchels, they are 
very lecherous, for they ſuffer themſelues to be vſed 
by their men openly inall mens ſight, and. inthe kings 
owne preſence, onely vnder amat, We could 'nor per- 
ceiue thatfthey worſhipped God, or any Gods, or vſed 
any deuotion,, neither the one nor the other, but li- 
ned without care, like birdes in the wood . The 
had-no (kill of buying or ſelling;, but with flaggs they 
delivered vs ſome what, and vvce in like ſortto them» 
againe. They neither ſowe nor reape, nor doe 
any worke,, There the earth of it ſelfe yeeldes all 
that they neede to (uſtaine their lives: as Cocos, 
Vbas, Bananas, and ſuch like frait. When. the water 
falles. The women looke vpon the ſhoare. on —_—

ſide for fiſhes, and when they will, they take them with 
their hookes , and cate them raw, ſo that there men may 
plainely behold and ſee the golden world, whereof the 
Poets vvrite . When vvee lett that Ifland , vvce called ir 
Horne Iſland, after the name of the rowne from whence 
vveecame, and the bay vyherein vvee anchored, the 
Ynities bay after our ſhippes namc:thar day forthe moſt 
part, vve were buliteto get out, and to hoyle vp ouran- 
chors, one of out cables vvas fretted in peeces with the 
ſharpeneſle of the ground where it lay, ſo vvce loſt that 
anchor, then wcedrew vp an other anchor, and the cable 
fretting vpon a cliffe, brake as wee wound it vp and loſt 
that anchor alſo, This bay lics on the ſouth tide of the 
Fzeland, ina docke, on the one fide their is a ſand, 
which at low water is dry,on the other (ide,the firme land 
butyet foule vpon the Shore. There vve lay with foure 
anchors and foure cablesour,at ro,fathom _— ground, 
about a muſket ſhot from the litle riuer from vvhence the 

freſh water ran, Wee might vvell have lyen with the 

ſhip in the litle river without danger, in the place vvhere 
vvee lay vve could notftirre, becauſe 1t vvas ſo narrovv: 
about noone vve vvere vnder fayle, and ranne Weſt 
ſouth vveſt till eucning,to get into the broad ea,after 
that vve held our courſe vveſt, vvith an eaſt vvinde, glad 
that vve had caſed and refreſhed our ſelues ſo vvell at 
that good Iſland, and vvere ſo vvell prouided of good 
vvater, ſome hogs, Vbas rootes, and a great number of 

Cocos nuts, and Bananas:the place vvhere vvee lay, is 

vnder 14. degees 56. minutes. 

The firſt of Iunc,about noone we were vnder 1 3.degrees 
15-minutes, the vvinde eaſt, our courſe North . The 
nextday the vvind ſtill continued cafterly, and vve went 
northvyeſt and vvcſt, and moſt part northvveſt and by 
H 4 welt, 
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oy AVoyaze about the VVorld, 
vveſt,with a hard courſe, vve vvere vnder 14. degrees 
45. minutes, then wee ſavy greatſtore of bizds,and held 
vveſt,and vvcſt ſouth vveſt, with hollow billowes our of 
the {outh ſourheaſt. | | 

The 20.the winde northeaſt, wee vvent vveſt, and in 
the evening ſaw land, all thar night driuing without 
fayle, to keepe off from the land, and then were vnder 4. 
degrees 5o,minutes, 

The 21.the winde caſt, vvee made towards the land, 
thatwas very low and going neere vnto it, found many 
fands which ſtrecht northvveſt of from the land, therc 
were 3.0r 4. Iſlands, all very ſmall but full oftrees.T here 
a Canoe boorded vs, being of the ſame faſhion asafore, 
but ſome what greater, able to hold 5 or 6 men.The men 
in all reſpe&es as'the former, and ſpake the ſame'lan- 


guage, but ſome whatblacker hauing ſome thing before | 


their priuie members. Their armes vvere bowes| and 
arrowes, which were the © firſt bowes that wee ſaw a- 
mong the Indians in the ſouth ſea, wee gaue them ſome 
beades and nayles, but ghey pointed "rowards the Weſt 
ro tell vs that there was more land, where their king 
dwelt, and many things to be hadde, Therefore vve 
held ourcourſe vveſtvyard againe, finding no fit place 
to anchor in. This T{land lay touth ſouthvveſt, and'vycſt 
from vs, vnder 4.degrees 47.minutes. 
The 22.the windecaſt ſouth caſt, wee ſay]1d weſt} and 
vveſt and by north, vnder 4. degrees 45. minutes, that 
varter wee hadde a good gale of vvinde , and faire wea- 
ther, and that day ſaw at leaſttweſue or thirteene I{lands, 
one cloſe by an other, vvelt ſouth vveltfrom vs, reaching 
ſoutheaſt, and northvveſt about halfe alcague, but layled 
along by them,leauing them on backcboord. .

We allo ſaw a high Hland 
that had 7. or 8. houels forth right, lying weſt & by north 
from vs, in the night we held offand on, ſtaying rill day, 
The 25, inthe morning, as wee were layling by the a- 
forelaid INand, we-ſaw other land before vs,in the ſouth- 
weſt, which wascxceeding high,which we thought ro be

noonewee got to it, and ſayted along by itwith an caſt 
ſoutheaſt wind, but could find no anchorground we ſent 


out our Shalop to ſound the depth, that went along by 
the ſhore berweene the ſhip andit; and being ſomewhar 
nieare the ſhore, there came 2. or 3, Canoesto it, with 
blacke 7»diansin them, all naked, without any thing be- 
fore their members, which fiercely caſt ones at our men 
with ſlings, but as ſoone as our men began to ſhoote at 


them they fled away, The Shalop came on boord againe, 


without finding any ground, telling vs that the peoples 
language was cleane contrary to the former, we ſayled as 
long by the coaſt, whichwas very high and greene, plea- 
{ant to behold,there we ſaw much land as it had bin hou- 
ſes,ateuening we gotabout thepoint into a bay,there we 
anchored at 45. farhom, vnfit and vneuen ground, The 
ſame euening there came 2.Canoesto the ſhip,and ſpake 
to vs, but we vnderſtoode them nor, all thatnight hey 
held watch againſt vs,with fire all along their coaſtwe lay 
4bouta Cannon ſhot diſtant from the bh againſt arun- 
ning river; thatnightic was very ſtill calme moone-ſhine

_ weather, the windon-the land, there came ſome Canoes 
cloſe vnder the gallery of our ſhippe, from whence wee 
threw them ſome beades, ſhewing them all the friend- 
ſhip. wee could, withall making lignes-vntothem,, ro 
bring vs ſome Cocos nuts, hogs, oxen, or goates, if they 
hadany, but they ſtayed ftill moſtpartof the nightby 

vs, crying and hoilowing after therr manner.They were 
wilde blacke and rude men. This land as we geſt, lay di- 

ſtanefrom rhe coaſt of Pers, 1840. leagues, 

The 26. In the morning, . there came 8. Canoes about 
our ſhip, whereof one had 11. men in it, the other 4. 5. 
6.and 7. men, They rowed cloſe about our ſhippe, and. 
were well furniſhed with armes after their manner, as 
Aſſagayes or Clubs, wooden ſwordes and \{lings, we ſhew- 
cd them what friendſhip we could,and:gaue them beades 
and other traſh,making {1gnes tothem to goe an ſhore,to 
ſetch vs hogs, hens,Cocos nuts, and ather fruite;ſuch as. 
they had, but they had anather meanirig,and all together 
began fiercely to fling with their flings, & other weapons, 
thinking to maſter vs, but we ſtanding vpon our guarde, 
ſhot with our muskets and great ſhotamongft them, and 
ſlew at leaſt 1o, or 12. of them: They lefcche great Ca- 
oe, and 3. other, and leaping into the ſea, ſwam to land, 
we put our our Shalop, and rowed with itamongthoſe 
that ſwam away, and ſlaying ſome ofithem, . broughr 
three of them priſoners into. our ſhippe, that were ſore 
wounded, and-4. of their Canoes, which we hewed in 
peeces, to make hre for the Cooke. The hurt men were 
cured,but one of them dyed, about noone our men row- 
ed with the 2. wounded men to the land along the ſhore, 
therc the priſoners crycd to their fellowes to bring vs 
hogs, Bananas and Cocos nuts, wherewith one Canoe 
came aboord, that brought alictle hog, and abunch of 
Bananas 


Bananas, wee ſet one of; ghe .men atten hogs ranſome, 
the ather that was ſore hurt, welct goe in the Canoe, 
becauſe we doubted he would norliue, choſe men had 2, 
holes bored in, their noſes, on cither ſide one, whetein 
they ware rings, ſtrange to, beholde. There we ſawan 0- 
ther Iſlang Jin North fram that grear [{land. 

The 27. VVe hid ourempt veſſels full of water, and 
that day we. got a hag from the land, and there ſaw di-

_  The28:therecame certaine Canoesaboord our ſhip, 
' but brought nothing with them, neither would they 


ranſom their man, therefore we let him goe on ſhore a-* 


gaine; Wee thought thole. people ro be. Papoos, forall 
their haire was ſhort, and they cate Betell and Chalke 
mingled with it, that night wee hoyſed anchor, 'and ſer 
ſayle, with a ſmall gale ofwinde. 

The 29. the wind was variable, and onrcourſe was 
northweſt, and northweſt and by north, with faire wea- 
ther till noone, then it calmd.At cucning we were ſtill in 
the ſight ofthe poyat of the Iſland, and yet we ſayled a- 
long by the land, which reached northweſt, and north 
and by weſt, with many bayes and crookes, The {lame 

* day vve ſavv three high Iſlands more,that lay northward 
from the great Iſland, about 5. or 6, miles. Then wee 
were vnder 3. degrees 20. minutes. | 

The 30. in the morning,driuing in acalme, divers Ca- 
noes with blacke 1»4ians came aboord our ſhip, who in 
ſigne of peace, as they entred, brake their 4/agayes ouer 
their heads, they brought vs nothing, butdelired ſome- 
thing of vs. They ſeemed to be better and friendlyer pro: 
ple then-the other for they couered their priute members 
with leaues, and had better kind of Canoes, ſet out 
before and behinde with ſome carued workes, they are 
| 6 + very 
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proud of their beades,which they paitit with chalke 
and the haire of their heads alſo. Vponthe three or foure 
Klands, from whence thoſe Canoes came, there was 
greatſtore ot Cocos trees: they brought vs nothing,how 
earneſtly ſdeucr wee vrged them, that wee had necde of 
victuales: T herethey ſtayed till evening, and then went 
on land againe. 
Wi Firſt of Iuly in the morning, after wee had dri- 
ucnallche night ina calme, before the ſtreame abour 
two leagues, wee anchored berweene an [{land ofrwo 
miles long, and the firme land of Guinez, about noone 
there came 25. Canoes toward ourſhip, withmany men, 
well armed: beingthe'ſame people whothe day before! 
brake their A/agazesoner their heads, ahd madea friend- 
ly ſhew vnto vs, but with intent to abaſe vs, as after it; 
appeared, who ſceing vs to lie in a calme, thonght to take 
our ſhip from vs, we had'2. anchors hanging our before 
at the bough, a litle puld vp, whereon they ſarte, oneach 
anchor a man, with a Pingay or girdle in their hands, + 
wherewith they vſe to hold ordraw forth their Canoes, 
and ſothoughtto drawtheſhipto ſhore,cthe reſt hung faſt 
vpon the ſhip, we ſtill tanding vpon ofr guarde : arlaſt, 
they began fiercely to throw ar vs with ſtones, and other 
weapons,and thereby hurt one of onr men, being'the firſt 
that was hurc in all our voyage,but while they were buſie 
to aſſaile vs, thinking they had gor the vpper hand, we 
ſhot among them with'our Muskets, and with our vpper 
tyre of Ordinance,and kild atleaſt r2.0r 13. of them,and' 
hurt many more : and while they fledde away, our men 
rowd with the ſhalop, (weltarmed) after them,and rooke 
one of their Canoes with 3. tne in'it, whereof one that 
was dcadchey threw onet-boord, the other 2. leapt into 
the-water , bue one of them being kild by one of our 
men 
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men,the other yeelded himfelfe priſoner, being a yong 
man about 18. yeares old, whom wee named Mofes, 
after our mans name that was hurt. Thoſe people eate 
bread made of rootes of trees. Afrerthis fight we ſaild all 
along by the land, with a good gale, weſt northweſt, and 
northweſt and by welt. | 

The 2. we wcre vnder 3. degrees 12. minutes,and that 
day ſaw low land on backe-boord, and alſo a great high 
hill, and right before vsa low Ifland,we ſayled Fofely weſt 
northweſt, with light water caft northeaſt. 

Thethird vvee {aw high land __ weſt from vs, 
abour 14, leagues from the other Iſland, vnder 2.degrees 
and 49.minnres. NY 

The 4. asvve vvere buſied to paſſe by the aforeſayd 
4: Iſlands, vvee ſfawar leaft 22 or 23. others, great and 
ſmall, high and low, which wee left on ftarrboord, onely 
two or three on larboord. 

They lay cloſe one by the other, ſome a leagne, or a 
league and ahalfe, and ſome more then a Cannon ſhor, 
diſtantone from an other, vnder 2,degrees 25, or 30. mi- 
nutes litle more or leſſe.T hat enening wee hoped to finde: 
a road, bur were forced ro holde becauſe night came on, 
Theſamertme vvee favva ſayle come toward vs from 
one of thoſe Iflands but becauſe ttwas night, ic boorded 
vs not, and in the morning the windfalling contrarie,we 

left1t, and yerwere cloſeb It. 

The 5. the wind: being ſouth eaſt, 'and eaſt ſoutheaſt; 

+ and ourcourſe ſouth and by weſt, and {qpth weſt, vvee 
hadde much thunder and raine, and wert vnder 3. dc- 
grees 56.minntes, | 

The 6. ſometimes wee had a hard vvinde, and ſome 
times caltne with raine, lighteningand thunder, and be- 


fore noone ſaw a veric high hill being ſouthweſt from vs 
13 | which: 
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which we fayled vnto, ourmaſter was of opinion that 
It was Baw4a, by reaſon itwas very like tothe hill called 
Geaomenapt 1n Banda,and very like for height, but going 
ncere vntoit, wee might ſee two orthree hills more like 
vnto1t, that lay onthe north fide of the firſt hill, abour 
6,0r - leagues diſtant, whereby we knew thatirt was not 
ſo, Behind thar hill, wee ſaw. very much land caft and 
weſtward, which vvas ſo lang; that on cither ſide wee 
could fee noende thereof ſometimes high,and then low, 
reaching eaſt ſouth eaſt, whereby vvce get it to be Nous 
Guinea,and tor that nightcamevpon vs we held off from 
ir. The. 7.inthe morning, before day we wound againe 
rowards the high hills, which was a burning Ifland,ca- 
ſting fre and flame from the top thereof,and therefore we 
called it Yalcans 1/lundgthe a then was ſouthweſt with 


faire weather . This Iſland was vvell inhabited, and had 
many Cocos trees in it, the people came with ſome Ca- 


noes to our ſhip, but were very fearetull of vs, they called 
vnto ys, but we ynderſtood them nor, neither could our 
blacke Moſes tell what they fayd, they were all naked, 
onelytheir priuvie members coucred, their haire ſome 
ſhort,ſome long. There we found no ground, and ſo 
could not anchor. In the north and northvveſt, wee ſavy 
more I{lands,at which time, wee went north vveſt and by 
vveſtto a low Ifland,thatvve ſavy before vs, which in the 
eucning we got vnto: Then we tooke in our ſayles,and let 
C the ſhipdriue. Therewe found divers -colours of water, 
greene,white,and yealow,which we geſt to be water com- 
ing outof rivers, for it was (weeter then the ſea wa- 
There many trees, leanes, and boughs drauc inthe wa- 
hereon ſome birds and crabs far. 

8. the winde being variable, wee held onr courſe 
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high,and on Jarboorda low Iſland,reaſonable high, vyc 
made toward the land,which about eucning vve got vn- 
to, and found good fandic ground, art 70. fathom deepe, 
about acannon ihor from the Jand. There certaine Ca- 
noes came to vs, witha kind. of ll fauoured people, all 
Papoos,their haire ſhorr, and curled, hauing rings 1n their 
noſcs and eares, and ftrings abouttheir heads or armes, 

and hogs tecth hanging about their neckes, for an orna« 

ment, T hey alſo cate Berel, and were all defeQiue perſons 

ſome great legs, others (wolne armes,and lo forth, where- 

by iris ro be thought, thatthereabourir is vnawholeſome 

land,& the rather,becauſe their houſes ſtood vpon ſtakes, 
about $ or 9, foote- fromthe ground, there vvee had 3, de- 

grees 43 minutes and found alitle ſhew of ginger, 

The 9, inthe morning, lying at anchor, our Shalop 
rowed to lookefora fit == ro anchor the ſhip in,and re- 
curning told vs,thatthey had tound a fit bay, where vato 
we went, and anchored at 26 farhom good.ſandy ground 
| mixt with. clay. There about. ſtood two (mall villages, 
from whence there came many Canoes-aboord our ſhip, 
that brought a fevy Cocos nuts, butthey eſteemed them. 
very deare,for 4,nuts asking a fathom of linnen cloth. 
Whereofthey were very heflroms, they alſo hadde ſome 
hogs vvhich chey held ata deerer rate, and what needec 
ſacuer vve ſayd.vvce hadde thereof and made (ignes to 
to themro bring vsſome, hep would notdoe it.

day eucry man 11 0ur ſhip had allowance of 5 pound of 
bread anda meaſure and a halfe of oyle a weeke, a cup and:

being ſpent, and vve knew not where vve vvere, bes

Canoes, on boord of 
our ſhip, with men, women, and children in them,all na- 
ked, only their priuie members couered, but brought no

and thatabout a moneth or two before, alſo an Engliſh

we had endured, with 85.ſound men, vvhen vvec had 
ſpent all our vituals, cuery man may. mdge that hath 
- proued the like aducuture. There vve vvcre vader tvvo 
degrees, 47. minutes, andanchored ar 28, fachom, ſome 
of thoſe men ſtayed rhat nighrvvith vs; the next dayto 
bring vs to the road of Soppy.

While wee were there,a Correcor came thether 
to prouide R.yce and Sagow for the King of T arnats, who 
told vs, that there was at leaft 20, (hips, Hollanders and 
Engliſhmen round about the Iſland of Tarnats that lay 
there : and that there was 8. ſhips at the Manilas, whereof 
foure were Engliſh and foure Dutch - There we got good 
ſtore of fiſh, 

The 21.22. 23.and 24-weſtill bartered for Sagow and 
Ryce, by the (mall mealure. | 

The 23.0urmen made an end of their wine. 

The 25.in the euening,we ſer ſayle, after we had laden 
| 4. Tunne of Rice, and good ſtore of Sagovv. 

The next day to the. 5, of September,we ſtill had con-+ 
trary and variggle vvindes, vvith-calmes, and ſomerimes 
great billoyves,and much rainc,ſo that with great labour 
and trouble vvee failed along that coaſt, oftentimes tur- 
ning and winding to and fro, anchoring diuers times in 
a day, and (ctring ſayle againe, but the great hope thar 
we had, ſoone to getto/Turnatato our Countrymen,made 
all our labour light and cafie.

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The 5. while vvce lay before the coaſt of Gifoloat an- 
chor,' our menyyent our to fiſhe, - and vvhile they vvere 
dravving vp their net, there came 4. Tarnatans leaping 
out ofthe vvood, cach'of them vvith a ſvvord and target 
in their hands, thinking to kil{ our men, bur the Surgion 
crying out Oran Hollanda,they preſently forbare to w_ 
them, throvving vvazer vpon their heads and (aid, that 
they thought our men had becne Spaxiards, our men 
broughtthem aboord our ſhippe, and gaue them ſome 
beadcs, for the vvhich they promiſed to bring vs that 
we needed. They told vs that they came from Gammac1- 
nor, from whence by their ſaying,we were as then at leaſt 


5.0r 6, leagues diſtant, - 


The 6and 7. weftill had calmes, and contrary winds, 
ofren hoylingour anchors, and{crting ſaile many times, 
winding and turning to further our voyage, but to no 
effeR, ſothat wee were forced to attend the time, with 
litle furtherance. 

.\ The 8. wee fill Jay at anchor, with contrary windes, 
emeane time vur chiefe,Marchane'and the Marchant of 
the Horne, wirh the Shalop well armed, went to Gamma- 
canor, . thinking there to get ſome refreſhing.
